After  thoee  two  votes  of  the  tax- 
payers. If  a  board  of  aldermen  can  go 
ahead  and  do  the  things  which  the 
people  have  refused  to  Kjincfi.m.  thus 
Betting  the  will  of  the  people  at  de- 
flancc,  then  we  have  ceased  to  have 
repreaentatlve  '  mi  ment     in  this 

city  and  th"  will  '  iii.-  people  ia  not 
the  aupreme  law,  aa  lirltlah  subjects 
th«  world  over  have  so  long  be- 
lieved. It  aeeme  evident  that  eome 
men  have  falM  to  learn  the  leaaen 
they  abQuld  have  learned  from  the 
fate  of  the  Oermaa  war  loi^d  aad  the 
Psar.  who  sought  to  govarp  by 
similar  methoda.

an  offence  to  all  the  senses  was  a  bad 
bargain  for  the  ratepayers.  We  do 
not  believe  there  are  ten  more  who 
would  vote  differently  if  they  had  an
